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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejection of claims 1 , 2, 5-1 0 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), the 
rejection of claims 3 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) and the rejection of claims 1-8 and 10 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants continue to reiterate the same 
arguments presented in the response filed 12/10/08 which has already been addressed in the Final Rejection dated 2/3/09 and the 
reiterative arguments are not persuasive for reasons already made of record. Furthermore the burden was shifted to applicants to prove 
with evidence not arguments that the material of the prior art is not methanol impermeable, said burden has not been met. Conclusory 
statements are not probative unless supported by facts. See Ex parte Gray 10 USPQ 2d 1922 (BPAI 1989); In re de Blauwe 222 USPQ 
191, 196 (Fed. Cir. 1984); In re DAncicco 172 USPQ 241 (CCPA 1972); In re Grunwell 203 USPQ 1055 (CCPA 1979); Meitzner v. Mindick 
193 USPQ 17; In re Brandstandter 179 USPQ 286, 294 (CCPA 1973); In re Lindner 173 USPQ 356; and In re Smith 74 USPQ 207. 
Applicants provide passages for supposed support that the layer of Kaschemekat is "methanol" permeable, however none of the cited 
passages state anything regarding "methanol". Furthermore Hockaday is the primary reference which as already discussed in the grounds 
of rejection contains a methanol-impermeable coating. 
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
